ARMED ORGANIZED INTIMIDA- 


TION OF NEGEOES. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24. 


Tbo following official reports havo been 


forwarded through regular military channels 
.o tho secretary of war: 


AIKEN, S. C., Sept 21, I87G. 


Assistant Adjutant General Department 


of tho South, Louisville, Ky. 
(Through 


commanding oflicor United States troops, 
Aiken, S. (J.) Sir—I have tho honor to re- 
>ort that in compliance with a telegram of 
,ho brevet brigadier general commanding 
,ha department, dated Louisville, Ky., Sept. 
.3, 187C, directing me to proceed immedi- 
ately with tho bulk of my force to Silverton, 
j. 0., and report the condition of things 
md facts as to any trouble afc that place, ro- 
3eived at nine o'clock P. M., on the 18th 
inst., I left this cauip at about 10.30 P. M. 
of tho same date, with Lieutenant C. B. 
Hinton and thirty throo men of Companies 
F and I, Eighteenth Infantry, with throo 
days' rations, aud marched about twenty 
miles to House's Bridge, S. 0., arriving 
Lhoro about Oi o'clock on the morning of 
the 19th inat" 
. 


Seven miles from Aikeu we 
wore chal- 


lenged by a detatchmout of soino fifteen or 
twenty men on tho road, mounted and 
armed, nnd apparently organized as a regu- 
lar company of cavalry. 
There woro other 


men secreted in a barn near tho road. 
In 


questioning tho man who had charge of Iho 
party, ho stated ho had boon within ft fo'" 
milea of House's Bridge, and found 


Tlio K«n<l Picketed, 


and thoro bad boon soino skirmishing, and 
that ho hail orders to report there in tho 
morning. 


On arriving at House's Bridge wo found a 


body of 


About o:;o Hundred IXcjrrocs, 


some of t hem armed with old-pattern mus- 
kets and shot guns. Thoy wero vory much 
excited, nnd seemed to possess no organisa- 
tion. 


"\Vo had Rcnrpoly arrived at our cnmpiug 


ground whon wo heard 


NIiotH Flrctl, 


and SRW Iho negroes running up tho road 
crying that ono of thoir number Jhatl boon 
phot and that tho whito men wore arming. 
Thoy afterwards acknowledged that nobody 
had been shot, nnd that tho shots bad boon 
fired by themselves. 


A short timo after a body of KOIUO S20 


whito men, all mounted and well armed, and 
under command of ono A. P. Butler, woro 
Hocn coming up tho road from tlio direction 
in which tho 


NcgrocH had been Fired Opnn. 


Lioutonant Iliutou and myself went down 


tho road to meet them, and on approaching 
the party found that they had thrown out ft 
skirmish lino in tho woods,almost surround- 
ing tho negroes, while tho main 
body 


marched up to the road. 


From what I can learn, Iho party which I 


intercepted nt House's 
Bridge was Iho 


largest that bad got together, ami included 
almost all those which had been raiding 
through tho country for two or throe daya 
previous. 
After finding that there wero 


United SUUUN Troops OH tUo Ground* 
these men proposed to disband and go homo, 
provided tho negroes would do likewise. An 
agreement to that effect was easily made as 
the negroes wero already much frightened, 
and both parties left tho vicinity. 


On the morning of tho 20th. instant wo 


marched from House's Bridge to Ellenton, n 
ilistauco of live or six miles. 
On tho road 1 


aaw nt tho house where wo stopped for water, 
the bodies of threo 


NegroCH \vlio had been Killed. 


Two of thorn had been dead since Sunday. 


The negroes wero afraid to bury thorn, as 


they said tho white men who were thoro 011 
Monday had ordered thorn not to. 
( 


I saw two negroes at House's Bridge who 


had been wounded, and linvo positive in- 
formation of 


Five otliers wlio were Killed 


in tho vicinity of Ellonton. 


As soon as we wore recognized as TInitnc 


States officers, wo hoard tho command given 
tho skirmishers to halt, by a man who rode 
in tho woods, evidently to give tha fildrmiali 
lino information of our presence. ^ 
There 


was undoubted evidence of a well digested 


IMaiiof AttacJt, 


which if carried out, would have resulted in 
tho slaughter of nearly all tho negroes in 
that place. 


This man Butler has a regularly-organ- 


ized body of men, known throughout this 
country as Butler's Cavalry, a woll_ drilled 
and organized company. Besides this forco 
thOro wore other men from this vicinity,auc 
city, and some from Augusta, Ga., all nndor 
tho command of Butler.

TI1K "CHINA MANIA." 


I'rom time to time among our occidental 


races has sprung up a fnshion.nlinost a ra«e, 
for pottery and porcelain ; and some fools 
havo become moro foolish than before in 
the pursuit. Still, among tho "wise nnd tho 
good" tho subject has been ono of great in- 
terest, and Iho collection, study, and illus- 
trillion of pottery havo resulted in as much 
Batisfnetiou as can bo got from any pursuit, 
oven fox hunting or money gelling. 


To llioso who aro ignorant of this, and 


who cannot comprehend why it is, a few 
words may not bo out of plnco by way of 
explanation. 


Tho making of 'pottery is one of the 


oldest industries of man, ono of tho most 
necessary, and it has been mndo one of tho 
most dolectable. It has from tho com- 
monest rjjnterial--lhc dust under our feet- 
made some of tho most rdolicato and beauti- 
ful things wo know of.' It uses tho most 
plastic of all substances, which'ohoys fully, 
minutely, tho wish or tho sense of the pot- 
ter; it may therefore bo stamped with his 
individual perception of tho useful and 
beautiful moro than any other material man 
can use. Tho perfect forms of tho Greek 
potter, the exquisite colors of tho Persian 
and Arabian and Chinese painters, tho bril- 
liant lustres of tho Moorish and Italian deco- 
rators, nvo hero displayed and nro in a sense 
imperishable. The paintings of Egyptians 
and Greeks nnd Itomans'-iiavo perished; 
their pottery remains. 
Tho antiquarian and 


tho historical student havo sought hero for 
many things and havo found many. 'Ihe 
nrlistio sensibility has also seen much to on- 
joy. That wo in this country are so little 
able to comprehend 
nil Ibis :s partly owing 


to that iicect'sity which has compelled us to 
pass our lives in hewing down trees, dam- 
ming rivers, killing bears, cheating Indians 
and partly to the fact that wo have had no 
examples of pottery or porcelain in tho 
country. 
Wo aro now doing something to 


overcome this, nnd tho private collections 
of Messrs. Primo, IIoe.Avory, Wnles.Prnyn, 
aud others will soon givo tho opportunity to 
seo and learu which many seek.

Her parontsdied soou 
after the siege, and tho girl went to livo 
with her aunt. 


Private Giles of Col. Macdonald'a Kocliot 


Troop was billeted on them, and fell in lovo 
with her. She accompanied her husband to 
England, and when the war broke out went 
with him to Belgium. At Waterloo uho was 
posted with the baggage at the rear of tho 
army. Toward tho closo of tha day she 
went forward, mounted on a donkey, to see 
how "her Giles".'Was getting on. 
A limber 


gunner, seeing her, advised her to attach 
tho animal to the carriage and mount up by 
the sido of him. 


This she flid; but a little while after sud- 


denly discovered that tho donkey had disap- 
peared, and with it all her baggage. She 
never saw it again, and lato in the evening 
found herseif alono on tha field of Waterloo, 
without food, and

A soldier gave 


her a blanket, in which she made a hole so 
aa to slip it over her head, and tied it around 
her like a cloak. This was but a poor pro- 
tection against tho torrents of rain that

to the groans of 
the 
wounded, 
kept 


the forlorn Prussian girl awake till morn- 
ing, when her husband returned from Brus- 
sels and found her. Mr. Giles remained in 
the army until his time was up, and then, 
with tho savings he had amassed while in 
the service, ho built a little cottago at East 
Wickham. Ho died about 15 years ago, but 
his wife was spared to see the wrongs of her 
native town avenged on tho French in 1870.
